Circuit Judge 
Lewis L. Walker ha* called upon the 
(imrrnor to lurnlsh a detail ot Slate 
soldier* tc protect the negro Shay 
Pellninii, who will be tried at a ape* 
clal term of court her* Wednesday 

lor uiwuiiltlnK Nancy the lh-year-old 
daughter of Le e Kankln, a promt- 
t ent farmer of thl» county. Sheriff 
McCarty plead with Judge W alker not 
to dtagracv Lincoln county by send- 
ing armed men here to guard th* pris- 
oner, Instating that he and his depu- 
ties are amply able to protect the ne- 
gro. lie told th e Judge that he would 
swear In all the deputies necessary 
to guarantee him absolute protection 
In the event there was any Indlcattcwi 
of mob violence, but Judge Walker 
said he had certain Information of 
plans to take the negro from the of- 
ficers and lynch him, and h,. was not 
willing to lake a chance. The Judge 
aald that lie had received the news 
troin a most reliable source that a 
nun fioin the Hubble aecUon of the 
county where the Hankins live, would 
Lc In Louisville to-morrow, Tuesday, 
when Pullman waa taken from Jail 
I here by Shertlt McCarty to be 
b tv aight back here for trial and Im- 
mediately after the officer had left, 
this man would wire the Information 
to other* here who are in the plot 
His nossug,. w«uld read "Has left 
here to see about cattle" and this 
would Indicate that the negro hsd left 
on the train for Stanford The plan 
then, as outlined to Judge Walker, he 
eay*. was for the negro lo be taken 
away from the oflloer between June 
tion City and Stnnlord. and strung up 
before he could tte gotten here where 
be could be protected. Judge Walker 
aaid that tty information was given 
bim by a man high in church circle* 
in Lancuster, and be foil that It was 
reliable 

gberiff McCarty pointed out to 
Judge Walker the forbearance with 
wblch the Mesars Kankln bad bandied 
tbe situation when tney themselves 
arrested the negro and brought him 
to town and turned him over to the 
officer* Me said that he believed 
everyone was satisfied that the tsw 
would take Its course and Justice be 
meted out to the criminal, and was 
convinced that there would be no ef- 
tort on the part of anyon* to take the 
law Itno his own bands and If there 
should be felt sure, the officer* were 
amply able to cope with any situation 
wblch might arise. Sheriff McCarty 
saiu he felt keenly the reflection upon 
the ofticei* ot the county that ifc* 
bringing of troops to protect the negru 
would be. and he wanted It fully un 
derstood that It waa done over Ids em 
phatlc protest The letter which 
Judge Walker wrote to Shertlf Me 
Carty apprising him of his decision 
In the mstter. reads as follows: 
Letter to Sheriff McCarty 
Danville. Ky„ Sept. 24th 1*10 
Dear Mr McCarty — 

] have carefully conaidered the 
matter we diseased as to the PellmAn 
case, and I think It iny duty to request 
the Governor to furnish a guard. I 
do this knowing that you ar e opposed 
to it and thluk you can cope with the 
situation on inis account I do so re- 
luctantly, but. nevertheless. 1 feel It 
n y duty tc do so The law does not 
make any adequate provision for you 
to pay any guard* and deputies and I 
feel that you should be furnished this 
assistance lo preserve order and tak* 
care of the situation at the trial I de- 
sire to assure of my absolute confl 
done* In your Integrity and courage, 
and I believe that you would use 
even effort to take care of the mat- 
ter, but 1 feel that the action f have 
taken will absolutely guarantee peace 
and order at this trial, which I consid- 
er necessary above all things el***- 

I have written the governor to com- 
municate with you as to where the 
troops will report to you. You will 
kindly communlcat* with him over 
the ‘phone and go yourself to Louis- 
ville to convey the prisoner to Stan- 
ford and make such arrangements as 
will fully protect the situation l’he 
matter Is in your hands, find I know 
that yon will act In the mhtter so as 
to Insure that no disorder or violence 
shall occur In any way. 

If you desire to communicate with 
me further, you can do so over the 
•phon e at l-ancaster Sunday, or here 
Monday or Tuesday. Assuring you 
again of my confidence In you as an 
officer and or my kindest personal re- 
gard. 1 ain, Yours very truly.

FORE FAMILY HERE LEARN- 
ED OF HIS DEATH. 

Sheriff W. L. McCarty on Saturday 
received the shocking and distressing 
of the death of I.* son, Ed McCarty, 
which, oci erred at Tuxtepee. State ol 
Oaxarn. Mexico, last Saturday morn- 
ing week; Ills death waa sudden and 
wns Immediately due lo a congestive 
chill, so the letter which Sheriff Me- 
artv received from one ot thp Ameri- 
can friends ot y/mng McCarty said 
He had been feeling Indisposed a few 
day* previously but seemed better the 
day tiefore his death Early that 
morning however, he lad gone to the 
room of one of his comrades and ask- 
ed for some water. He was given It, 
and went back to his own room 
Shortly after he was found in an ex- 
piring condition, and though a physic- 
ian an* summoned nothing could be 
done for him. 

The letter Informed Sheriff McCar- 
ty that the Governor of the town, or 
Mayor, a* Americans would call him 
telegraphed the news of bis death to 
Mr McCarty here. No such telegram 
waa ever received by the Sheriff, how- 
ever, and he will have an Investiga- 
tion made. The body of young Mc- 
Carty was burled In Mexico. Ills fath 
er would like very much to have the 
remains brought hack to Kentucky 
ror Interment, but the letter Informed 
him that It would probably be diffi- 
cult to have this done, under the laws 
of Mexico. 

Ed McCarty left Lincoln county 
about two and a half year* ago, and
